There are 47 depressio ns in this Grave Yard, in addition to graves having 
markers. Mountain stones are placed at the head and feet of these depressions. 
Tiere is no doubt but that some of these depressions represent the resting 
place of Pioneers who were buried there prior to the interment of Elizabeth Brumbaugh 
the first Tomb-stone erected in 1805 bearing her name. 


This grave yard has from all appearsnces never had any protection from the 
Domestic Animals that are allowed to range over it from time to time, with the result 
that nearly all the Tomb-stones are down and in many cases sre so badly broken and 
scattered that it is impossible to put them in form so as to be uble to make out 
what has been carved on them. The top of a Stone bearing the name of Barbara Gates 
is still there but the rest of the stone is missing.
